process he dcs&ritJes, may he advantageously
disi>cnsed,\Yvi^ by^ makingshe. compost heapsin^ti^dpeiMuld'4 tfiuhjnlxingMtcialt and time
mixture with the muck and manure, as the
layers arc put into tho .pens, .and lcavhig them
well covered, to be used, on the ground, ut
.planting tijne. His process is indispensable to;
making a commercial manure for trausporta
tion.

I suggest it as not improbable, that the same
end, of enriching the soil, might be more ad¬
vantageously attained, by putting the muck
and manure in the open furrow at once, pour¬
ing the mixture upon it, 'and covering it up
with a turn plow."' The whole subject is sug¬
gestive and may prompt practical oxpevimcnts1
of value.
